REPORT ON MISSIONS. 

The first Baptist Church ever planted in North Carolina was organized 
in 1727, the second in 1743 and the third in 1755. The Baptists could do 
but little in our State till after the American Independence. In 17S4 we 
had but 42 churches, 47 ministers and about 3,200 members. Now, we 
number 1.442 churches, 793 ministers and over 137,000 members. Thus 
the missionary efforts of our people have been greatly blessed within the 
last ninety years. 

STATE MISSIONS. 

For the last 70 years there has been a Mission Society in our State 
laboring to give the destitute sections the Gospel. At present the State 
Mission Board is cultivating some' ten important points, but this is not 
one-tenth of what it ought to be doing. The lack of funds has greatly 
circumscribed the Board’s labors. In the bounds of our own Association 
Bro. P. R. Elam has been successfully laboring at Dallas and Gastonia, 
as is seen per his report to the Association. Our Association stands 
pledged to support Bro. Elam. 

FOREIGN MISSIONS. 

In this department of Christian effort our labors have been greatly 
blessed, and hundreds of thousands of heathen have been brought to 
Christ within the last 50 years. We must press this work. Also the work 
of the Home and Indian Mission Board of our Southern Convention, 
which has done a great work in the South during the last thirty years.

REPORT OF ASSOCIATIONAL BOARD OF MISSIONS. 

We thought it advisable to continue P. R. Elam in the same held of 
labor to which he was appointed last year, and on the same terms, lie 
accepted the appointment and submits to the Board the reports hereunto 
annexed, to-wit: 

For first quarter, ending February 1st, 1877: dumber of sermons 
preached 3, out stations supplied 2, persons baptized 2. number added bv 
experience and letter 2, Sunday School organized at Gastonia 1, number 
of pupils 30, collected cash on the field $10.80. 

For second quarter, ending May 1st, 1877: Number sermons preached 
10. churches supplied 1, out stations supplied 2, prayer meetings attend- 
ed 1, persons and families religiously visited 5, assisted in the organiza- 
tion of churches 1, (Gastonia,) Sunday School at Gastonia organized with 
40 pupils, classes 8, teachers. 8. 

Amount of cash on hand at last session of the Association for Mission- 
ary purposes $G5.45, which was paid over to Bro. Elam, by L. M. Logan 
Clerk, and Bro. Elam’s receipt taken for the same by the Board, and' also 
for the amount of $10. SO, collected on his field of labor, making an ag- 
gregate of $76.25, the same being $1.25 over pay to Missionary for nine 
months’ labor reported. 

Your Board, before closing this report, will only add that in their 
opinion a Missionary should still be continued to operate in the same field 
of labor, at least, until such time as the church recently organized at 
Gastonia shall become self-sustaining. It certainly would be unwise on 
the part of a commander, after capturing a strong redoubt from the 
enemy, to leave it at once exposed to the attacks of the foe without a 
garrison to protect it. 

And we find too that there are several feeble churches within our 
bounds that very much need for a time a helping hand, and we suggest 
that the wisdom of the body take the matter more fully into considera- 
tion.

RULES OF DECORUM. 


1 . The Association shall be opened and closed by prayer. 

2. The Moderator shall be deemed a judge of order, and shall have a 
right to call to order at any time ; also it shall be his duty to see that the 
Rules of Decorum are attended to ; to take the opinion of the Associa- 
tion on all questions properly brought before the body. 

3. Any member not satisfied with his decision on any point of order 
may appeal to the Association on the same day the decision is made, but 
at no other time. 

4. It shall be the duty of the Clerk to keep a regular record of the 
transactions of the Association. 

5. But one person shall speak at a time, and he shall rise to his feet 
and obtain leave of the Moderator, and when he has done speaking he 
shall sit down, and shall not speak more than twice on the same question 
nor more than twenty minutes at one time, unless he obtain leave of the 
Association. 

6. The Moderator, when addressed for leave of speech, shall signify 

the same by naming of them or otherwise. * 

7. No member shall be interrupted while speaking, unless he depart 
from the subject on hand, or use words of personal reflection ; or with a 
view or calling to order for some particular purpose. Any motion made 
and seconded, shall come under the consideration of the Association, ex- 
cept withdrawn by him who made it. 

8. Every case taken up by the Association, shall be first decided upon 

before another is offered. 1 

9 When any thing is taken up by the Association, after allowing time 
for the debate, the Moderator shall put the question ; and those in favor 
of the thing proposed shall rise to their feet, and those opposed to it keep 
their seats ; the Moderator shall procure the decision before the standers 
take their seats. 

10. No person shall depart the service of the Association without leave. 

1 1 . The appellation of brother shall be used in our address to each 
other. 

12. “The names of the members shall be called as often as necessary.

any other member, provided he appoints some other member to his seat 
while he is speaking, but shall not vote unless the Association be equally

15. Any person breaking these Rules of Decorum, shall be reproved at
